whom J might beſt aſsigne the patronage thereof, and 
meeting with no one degree, from the Prince to the 
Peſant, that woulde not highly ſcorne and diſdaine a 
matter of ſo baſe and yilea reckoning, as harſhe to the 
heating of many, as it is in the feeling of others odi- 
ous, I found none likelier to giue countenaunce there- 
vnto, then you my Maiſters of chirurgerie, who by the 
ptoteſsion thetof, maintain no ſmal part of your coun- 
tinaunce, Leuis eff labor cum lucro. And though there 
be among you at this day ſome, which to the profit of 
the reſt, by theyr writings haue trauailed therein wyth 
commendations, others, that by their painctull and 
dilligent cares, haue endcuoured many harde and per- 
rilous cures of this filthy diſeaſe: yet beate with me I 
pray you, if after ſo many learned and wel experienced 
men, I alſo (the meaneſt of many) bring foorth with 
the poore widdow my little poore myte - and yet ney-

ther ſo little nor ſo poore, but that the intelligent Rea» 
der ſhall find as well in the diſcourſe, matter worth the 
diſcouetie, as in practiſe, Medicines worthy the know- 
ledge. 1 

Fo the preparing of which Medicines, if leaning to 
myne Author, I ſeeme to leaue othets of more auten- 
tique ctedit, ney ther blame mee, nor condemne him, 
but way ing the caſe in ballance of indifferencie, alowe 
vs ſo fartetorth to follow the authoritie of the aunci- 
ent, as they haue or doe follow the trueth it ſeife; a li- 
bertie which hetherto the beſt men haue euer challen- 
ged: and ſure in my opinion, theſe fellowes that to fill 
large volumes, rather (cr dow ue what other men haue 
ſaid, then what they ſhould haue ſaid, as many of our 
VVriters now adaies doe, thinking him tne beſt Clark 
that voucheth moſt Authots, ney ther waying theyr 
reaſons, nor pondering their proofes, but hudling nun 
on with ipſe dixit, I ſay theſe fellowes, by blotting a 
great deale of good paper with much ſuperfluous mat- 
ter, lead a great many good wits a woolgathering, in- 
forcing them to ſeeke for that they neuer finde, or els 
to find ſome what not woorth the ſeeking. For who T 
pray you of any iudgment, woulde ſeeke in Gallen or 
Hyocrates, men in cuery wiſe mans cenſure, without 
doubt, well woorthy the credit they are in, whol ſay 
would ſeeke in thẽ, or their Appothecaties, Medicines 
for diſeaſes whereof they neuer tooke notice. I denye 
not but theyr method may well be followed, euen fo 
farre as generall rules may preſcribe in particular acti- 
ons: but to be tyed to a Medicine neither applyed nor 


approoued by them, is mote then they allowed in o- 
thers,

thers, or (for ought that I ſee) more then others ſhold 
allowe to them. Now that the diſeaſes ot the French 
Pocks was neyther knowne to them, nor to theyr ſuc- 
ceſlors for many yeeres, (although I know ſome auer 
it to be Lepram Arabum) is a matter ſo farre out of que- 
ſtion that it tefulſech all ſhew of diſputation, and cher- 
fore as this latter age of ours ſuſtaineth the ſcourge 
thereof, a iuſt whyp of our lycentiouſ nes, ſo let it, (if 
there be any to be had) carry the credite of the cure, as 
ſome rewarde to ſome mens 1nduſtrics - ney ther let vs 
pecuiſhly diſtruſt our owne wittes, furniſhed with ſo 
many helpers, and apithly admire other mens, onelie 
for theyr antiquitie: this were to tie God to times and 
ſeaſons, & to play bopcepe in a ſecure ſhroude of idle- 
nes, vttetly diſ-franchizing our ſelues of the free le- 
gacie, Dy laboribus dona dant ſus .

becauſe I feare we ate, as knowing more herein then e- 
uerie man knowes, I thought good for the benefite of

N this Booke I haue taken vpon me (gentle Reader) to 
deſcribe the ground and the original of the diſcaſe called 
the Pockes,and therewithall to correct the abuſcs which 
haue betherto been vſed in the curing thereof, as namelie 
in fumigation, washing, annointing, ofening of tumours 
and ſuch like, and (the abuſes beeing corrected ) 1 meane 
to shew (Cod willing) how they may be vſed without anie 
perrill to the Patient, and further to teach youa rare waie 
(with Lignum Guaiacum, commonly called Pockwood) ho w 
tocure your Patiẽts going about their buſines, after a more 
better and perfect manner then hecretofore hath beene 
taught, wherby you may miniſter helpe and comfort to the 
forſaken and comfortles Patient, and may be able to per- 
forme that which both you promiſe to him, and he expec- 
tet h at your hand, that is to ſay the recouery of his former 
health, for which he ſo greatly longeth. But there are many 
now adaies, which take cures in hand, which neit hey know 
the diſcaſe, nor the manner of curine of it, & yet they dare 
promiſe health to the Patient: theſe men zoe to workwith 
their Patients as the blind man doth with the Crom, at all 
aduentures, for they miniſter that to the diſeaſe, rhich ap- 
pertaineth nothing at all to it, and ſo in ſteed of health they 
give the Patient lis bane. For redreſſe whereof, and that 
you may the better take heed of ſuch,1 haue therfore writ- 
ten this little Booke which dooth teach you perfettly to cure 
the aforeſaid diſeaſe without any danger, ſo that the Pati- 
ent after that he ts cured, shall be more healthfull in all his 
body the he was before ſuch time as he firſt got this diſeaſe, 
but for your better undertanding of that which is afore- 
ſaid, 1 with you with dilligence to read that which follow- 
eth.

O knowe the oziginall of 
this filthie ſickneſſe, there is fux⸗ 
8 ther regard to be had, then to the 
onelp act of intemperancie, foꝛ the 
B22) chefe cauſe thereof, was the in⸗ 
21; laence of the heauens, which in 
the very inſtant when this difcaſe 
ara ſhewed it ſelfe, did fo ſtrongly 
z|| infect the ſecret parts both of man 
and woman, that thereby the ſaid 

diſeal (firſt i in the Parents, and after in the childzen ) bath 
with a certaine ſecret poiſon ; infected and ſpoiled the whole 
bodie, ſhewing it ſelfe commonly (though not alwates) in the 
Cecret parts. Fo2 thoſe parts by the influence of the ſtars are 
firſt of all infected, and then the perſon ſo infected, giuing him 
lelfe to incontinence, doth caule the ſaide diſeaſe to ſhewe it 
ſelfe, firſt in the ſecret parts, and afterwards thꝛoughout the 
Whole bodie, and beeing infected themſelues, do alſo ingen⸗ 
der infected childꝛen, as they alſo dw that are infected with 
tbe Lepꝛoſie. Fo2 the Lepꝛoſte and this diſeaſe are ſo neere 
ol ktnne;that they are Cozen-gcrmanes to each other, there⸗ 
foze ſuch infected perſons, maſt of neceſſitie begette cozrupt 
childꝛen, becauſe that their ſeede is alſo infeged, and after 
ward ſuch childzen are pet moze cozrupt,by reaſon of the co2- 
rupt milke that they ſucke from _ Pothers: ſo that it is 
I. almoſt 
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almoſt impoſſible to ture the ſaide childzen the diſeate bteing 


ſo rooted in them. Firſt th2ongh the infection of the ſeede 


and nert of the mtlke : but ſuch childzen ſo bozne and nouri⸗ 
ſhed, are ſometimes not ſo greatly troubled with open ſozes 
and botches as their Parents haue been, but they haue many 
greefes and paines in their bodies, fo that it ſhold (&me that 
they are not troubled with this diſeaſe, but with the Gont oz 
ſome ſuch like, notwithſtanding it is nothing cls but. the 
Pockes, but that if chaurigeth by meanes of generation, and 
the complerian of the child which differeth fr the Parents. 
Thele two, to witte, the influence oz impzefſion of the hea- 
uens. and the generation, are the firſt and pyincipall cauſes 
of this diſeaſe; and ſoꝛ that the influence is partly paſt and 
gone, we map alfo perceine thefurie of this diſeaſe fo be part⸗ 
lie all waged, and therefoze not fo terrible as it hath beene, 
and the older it ts, the feebler it betommeth, but thaugh the 
Pockes do vaniſh awap, pet there ſpzing other diſeaſes e- 
nowe, different from thoſe that heeretoſoꝛe haue raigned, | ſo 
that we are enfozced fo ſceke foz newe remedies to heale the 
ſaid new difeaſes. Foz euer diſeaſe hath his pꝛoper remedp 
where with to be cured, and vntill the ſame remedie be vſed, 
the Patient cannot be holpen , but is the longer the moze 
ſpoiled, vntill in the ende there commeth one, who by chance 
vleth the right remedie, and ſo ignozantly by god. foztune 


curing of the ocks o2 any other diſeaſe ſpꝛinging thereof, 
ſhalby Gods helpe be perfealie taught in this Bookezfo-that 
nothing ſhall be wanting therein. Te 

To pꝛoceede now with other cauſes of diſeaſes,you ſhall 
vnderſtand that there are many other cauſes beſtdes thoſe a⸗ 


chaunceth notwithſtanding, that ſome do fall into thys foule 
diſeaſe, which thzough the imp2efſion;o02 influence were not 
ſo much inclined thereto, and that chaunceth thzongh compa⸗ 
nying with women, where thꝛough the lerret parts are firſt 
infected, then ö blod thzoughout the whole body, + laſtlie the 


lincwes,

bealeth the Patient. Whatſocner ſhall be ncedfall to the 


foze mentioned: fo2 though thoſe are the pꝛincipall, pet it 
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newes, the fleſh and the bone. It happeneth alſo a man to be 
infected by ſweaf, and that commeth by lying with another, 
when one man lieth with another that is infeded, and the 
ie do ſweat ſoꝛe, hee muſt needes be infected with the ve⸗ 
Home of his [weate. But this infection dooth not alwaies 
chaunte, ſoꝛ if the perſon infected haue had it a long time, and 
that it dofh not appeare out wardly, but lycth hidden inwards 
lie, he doth not infect ſo ſoꝛe, noz ſoſone as thoſe that are but 
newlie infected with it. Therefoꝛe let enery man take heede, 
that he do not lye with them whom be knoweth not foꝛ that 
it is very dangerous, therfoze J counſaile enery man to haue 

great regard heereof,to eſchew ſuch a danger. 6 
Now we will ſhewe the ſignes whereby one may knowe 
when any man is infected with this diſeaſe, foz a thouſand are 
taken in hande fo be cured with the receipts foz the Pockes, 
which are not infected therwith, but with ſome other diſeaſe, 


| as the Goute, the D2opſle,and ſuch like, theſe and other moe 


as are all old Ulcers, and other infections of the ſkinne, are 
altogether, oz foz the moſt part, taken in hande to be cured 
with ſuch remedies, as pertaine pꝛoperly to þ Pocks, which 
happeneth oftentimes, to the great hurt ofthe Patient, yea 
to his vtter ruine. Therefoze you ought to take great heve 
that you vſe not the remedies pertaining to the Pockes, till 
ſuch time as yon knowe perfealy , that the diſeaſe ſpꝛingeth 
fro no other cauſe but the Pockes. Therefoze you ſhal learn 
to know it thus. 

When this diſeaſe doth firff attach any man, bee doth al⸗ 
waies feele great pꝛicking and ſhooting betweene the ſkinne 
and the fleſh, and whe he beginneth to were warme, it trou⸗ 
bleth him ſo that he cannot abide it, and wholoener hath not 
(foz a certaine ſpace) felt oz bene greatly troubled with ſuch 
picking 02 ſhooting, although their diſcaſe ſeeme ouglie 02 
pet it is not ſo ill as they ſuppoſe, but ts ſpꝛung of 
ſome other cauſe, And if a man chaunce to get any infirmitie 
in his lecret part, as botches, running, 02 ſuch like, and haue 
not telt the (aid ligne of pꝛicking o2 ſhooting, you ſhall then 

A. 23 know, 


know, that as pet no cerfaine iudgment can be giuen, ſoʒ ſuch 
infirmities come ſometime befoze the ſigne can ſhew it ſelfe, 
but when the wound is healed vp, and that nature is not ſul⸗ 
fictently purged, then commeth the afozeſaid ſigne, and the 
other euill diſeaſes ſometimes many peeres after. But to 
inſtrua you perfealy in all thinges,you ſhal vnderſtand, that 
this diſcaſe taketh place firſt ol all in the ſinewes, vppon the 
bones, and in all the topnts of the bodie, (o that it is verie 
bard fo be knowne from the Goute, becauſe it alſo doth ſhew 
it ſelfe alwates in thoſe places: but the paine of the Pockes 
is alwates greater in the eueninges then in the mozninges, 
and dooth encline to an Ague. And alwaies (this excepted) 
thou ſhalt haue regard to the afo2eſaide ſignes of pzicking oz 
ſhooting, foz if thoſe ſignes want, it is not the Pocks, but the 
Goute oꝛ ſome other colde diſeaſe. And if the Patient haue 
many open holes very redde and in wardly white, which do 
not greatlie ſpꝛead abꝛoade, but continue at one ſtap without 
much matter, and will by no meanes heale out wardlie, vn⸗ 
derſtand alſo the ſame to be a great ſigne, yet not ſo great as 
the firft : fo2 if the firſt figne of pꝛicking haue not appeared, 
it is no ſuffictent token of the JBockes, but ſome other bileals 
pꝛoceeding of Melancholie. 

There are vet many other ſignes of the Pockes, as great 
Wiles, with great paine in the head, and many redde puſhes 
on the foꝛe- head, vnder the hapꝛe, and in the necke, but als 
though theſe do reſemble the Pockes, and that very neerely, 
pet pou map not iudge them to be the Pockes, vnleſſe the a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid ſigne haue gone befoze, becauſe that is the moſt cer- 
taine token of all other, and if ſo be that that haue ſhewed it 
ſelfe,'then doubt not, fo2 it is without all doubt that they are 
the Pockes, and ſo much the ſtronger as there hath beene 
greater Biles, 02 holes as afoꝛeſaid where Biles haue been, 
and allo if there be great paine in the members, and p moꝛe 
in the euening then at other times of the day, and that the as 
foꝛeſaid ſigne haue a ppcared, then you neede not doubt it to 


be the Pockes.

Fo2 a man ſhall as ſone ſpoile it as heale it, with that which 
blindly and without vnderſtanding be doth miniſter vnto it. 
The ſeconde erroz2 is -, in the compoſition of their receipts, 
which they do ſo wonderfullie rũble together thꝛough their 
blind txnozance in the diſeaſe, that it is a great wonder that 
they bꝛing not moe men fo the graue then they doe, although 
they kill enowe,and too many foe, Therefoze to ſhunne theſe 
inconueniences, we will teach thee to cure thy Patients by 
a better manner of annointing, whereof ſhall not onely enſue 
no perrill, but alſo the health of the Paftent,acco2ding to thy 
will e his owne deſire. But firſf, to make their erro2 moꝛe 
manifeſt, J will ſctte befoze thine epes the ſimples whereof 
they compound their receipts, whereby thou maiſt percetue 
what abuſe is in them: the ſimples are theſe. Euforbium, 
Staphiſagria, Scamonea, Sal gemmę, Lapis Calaminaris, 
Pepper, Ginger, Camphier, Vermelion, Axungia, Saun- 
ders, Bolus: armenus, Terra ſigillata, Common gumme, 


Ceruſe, Litargirium, Minium, Crued quickſiluer, Mercurius 


fublimatus,Mercurins precipitatus. Theſe with other things 


moe, which they ought not to do, they ble in their annoin - 
ting, which are hurtfull in diuers reſpects, And firit becauſe 
K. 3. they

they do vie larafiue Medicines which are very hurtfull fo be 
bſed in ſuch manner without the bodie. Foz Mercur ie bieing 
a thing that voth pierce ſo ſoze, doth allo dꝛaw the other lays 
atiues with him into the bodie, and they both beeing ſo veni⸗ 
mous and ſo extreame hote, do infect the blod in the batnes, 
and inflame the whole bodic in ſuch ſoꝛte, that nature (after 
ſhe is Iichtnedof her burden, and diſcharged of that which op- 
pꝛeſſed her, muſt alone heale þ diſeaſe) cannot by any meancs 
reconer herſelfe, but by reaſon that ſhe is ſo ſoꝛe pined,is not 
able to make anp reſiſtance but remaineth vanquiſhed, ſo that 
the Patient is bzought to a conſumption, oz to the Dzopſie, 
oz els todeath,therfoze you ſhall in no wiſe bſe any laratines 
thereto, howe light fo euer they be, becauſe they are alwaies 
purtkull, and not pꝛofftable, ſoz of all that is vſed in curing 
the Pockes, there is nothing that doth anie way p2ofit bee- 
ing outwardly miniſtred, but onely Quick ſiluer , thereſoꝛe 
they are greatlie deceiued, which with lrong Purgations 
do purge the Patient, thinking thereby to expell the matter 
of the Pockes by ſfooles, which is vnpollible, other wile then 
by purging with Bercurie, and being purged there with, ber 
doth expel it by ſtooles, but there are not many that haue the 
knowledge to bꝛing Percurte fo that ſtrength of purging,foz 


it is a noble ſecret : and it is alſo neglected of the molt parte, 


becauſe of the great labour and cunning that is to be vſed in 
pꝛeparing of it. But J will ſufficiently inſlruc them in the 
Chapfer that followeth. 

Nowe fo2 the cozrection of thoſe things that are needefull 
to be cozreced in the annointing. Firſt and foꝛmoſt you ſhall 
eſchew all laratiues, and all other thinges befoze mencioned, 
onely Percurie excepted, foz it is that which in the annoin- 
ting perſozmeth the action, and without Percurie there is 
nothing p2offtable in this diſeaſe miniſtred outwardlie, but 
inwardlie there are manic noble remedies bcfide Quickſil⸗ 
uer, which both in this, and alſo in all other diſeaſes, are of 
great foꝛte, ſo that the like hath not off times been ſeene. But 
becauſe in this Booke we haue taken in hand to wzite * 


of the Pockes, wee will therefoꝛe meddle with nothing but 
Mercurie. Jn thefe two we will vſe ſuch dilligence, that nos 
thing ſhall be vnpoſſible foz yon fo helpe in this diſeaſe,if ſo 
be that pou follow our counſaile. 

Note to pꝛepare your Percurie that it may out wardlie 
be miniſtred 2 — perrill to the Patient: pou ſhall take 
in Gods name of the earth wherin Percurie groweth, which 
is found in Dutch · land in the gold x ſflner Mines, this earth 
is called in Dnfch Berch ciuober, of this garth you ſhalt take 
the ſolteſt which is not yet hardened, take twentie poundes 
thereof, this pon ſhall beate and put if into a Rettle, 4 poure 
fapzeratne water thereto, and let it ſeeth an how2e long. 
and the earth and the other filthineſſe will ſeperate it ſelfe, 
which pon (hall ſcumme off very cleane, then that which re⸗ 
maineth in the Kettle, you ſhall rub (mall, and put it into a 
Cucur bit, and ſette it to diſtill vpon the fire with great heate, 
(accoꝛding as J haue taught you in my Booke of Minerall 
diſtillations) and pon ſhall ſee a white tuyce ariſe like Milk. 
And when you perceiue that if will dꝛop nomoze, then take 
that white inpce, and ſeffe it alone to diſtill in Balneo marie, 
and the moiſture that is thereby, will come alone, and in the 
boffome of the Cucurbit there will remaine an Ople as hea⸗ 
uie in a manner as Quicke ſilner , (the manner to diſtill by 
Balneo marie, haue ſhewed you ſufficientip in my Booke 
of the diſtillation of Hearbes, to which Boake J reterre you 
fo2 bꝛeuities ſake.) 

The Oyle remaining in the bottome of the Cucurbit, as 
afoze ſaid, pou ſhall take and vie to annoint wit hall as folows 
eth. Take two ownces of the afoꝛeſaid Dyle,and ſire ounces 
of Spike Dyle, theſe porn ſhall mingle together and warme 
them a little vpon the fire, and therewith annoint the diſea⸗ 
led parts of the Pattent, but thoſe parts which are not diſea⸗ 
ſed you ſhal not annoint there with, becauſe it would do moze 
hurt then good, fo2 that there is no matter whereuppon they 
may wozke, and not finding other matter to wozke bpon, it 
would dzie vppe the naturall moyſture from thoſe parts, but 
the 
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the'diſeaſed parts you ſhall annoink as afozeſaidimenery part 
o2 ioynt, and it there be any holes 02 blaines, you ſhall an» 
noint thoſe alſo in the cuening when be goeth to bed, and you 
ſhall couer him very warme that he may ſweaf, and let him 
lye and ſweat two houres long, and be muſt not in any wiſe 
ſtirre himſelfe, becauſe he may ſweat the better, the ſayds 
time being expired, pou ſhall abate the clothes from of hum, 
and giue him warme cleane clothes, that he may die bp the 
ſweate cleane in euerp place, and beeing well daped, take off 
bis wette ſhirt, and put him on a cleane ſhy2t well warmed, 
then ſette him by a good fire of Oken wood, and d2y his heade 
with warme clothes in the meane while make his bedde, and 
lay on a payꝛe of cleane ſheetes well warmed, then let him 
goe to bedde againe befoze it be colde , but touer him not too 
warme, but that he may ſlerpe quietly. In the moꝛning lohẽ 
be awaketh, pou ſhall vſe as pou did in the cuening,to witte, 
with fire and d2yping, and being well d2yed of his ſweaf,you 
ſhall apparrell him, and let him waſhe his hands and his face 
in warme water, and then let him eate his meat, which (hall 
be ſach as heere followeth. 
Firſt he ſhall cate no wines fleſh, no2 no ſalted fleſhe, 
no Bares, Conies, Yarts, noz other veniſon, noꝛ no'Cowes 
fleſh, noꝛ no pottage, but bꝛoth made of good Mutton, ſodden 
with Boꝛage and a fewe Beetes and with a good deale of 
L5ormage other Pottage he ſhall eate none, he (hal cafe god 
Putton, Hennes, Partriges, and all manner of wild fonle, 
ercepting all water foules, and all that ſceke their liuing 02 
ſe in the water, foz that their fleſhe is ill to digeſt fo2 a 
ſicke man, incgendering naughtie and mellancholie blood, hee 
may alſo eate good young Beeke, beeing newlie killed, and 
not long ſalted, but he muſt not eate much of if, becanſe it is 
bard of digeſtion fo2 a weake ſfomack : but of all other there 
is nothing better fo2 ſuch a Patient, then god young Kiddes 
fleſh that pet ſacketh his damme, with god Partriges and 
good poung Hennes, he ſhall not refnſe to eate, fo2 that of all 


other meates they are beſt ; hee chall abſtaine from Pepper, 
and 
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and Singer, but in his meate he may ble Cinamon, Cloues, 
and ſuch like, alſo Nutmegges and @aſfron : he ſhall alſo ab⸗ 
Kaine from Onions, Garlike, Skallions and ſuch like, ep⸗ 
ther rawe oꝛ ſodden, betauſe they vere the blood and inflame 
and d2y bp the Liner, Nis dzinke ſhall be good Reniſh wine, 
tempered with water ſodden w Annis ſeedes, Barlie, and 
icke, of each as much as a Cheſtnut, cf this water her 
hall take one part, and of Wine two parts, and her ſhall 
dzinke thereof vntill he be cured: he hall keepe himſclfe ves 
rie warme, and out of the ayꝛe within the houſe, he ſhal kepe 
the windowes and the dees ſhut : this o2der he ſhall in all 
reſpects keepe with annainting, ſweating, and diet, vntil he 
be perfectly cured, fo it he do as is afo eſaid, he ſhal vndoub⸗ 
tedly, by Gods helpe be cured, although hee had it twentie 
Bw if ſo be he haue not been ſpoiled with other Pedicines 
e.

Pere is pet another way of curing the Pocks, 
ound out by p2actitioners, fo2 when they per⸗

making Cinober thereof,becauſe it ſhould not 
be knowne to be Quicke filuer : fo2 the common people, per- 
ceining ſo manie to be ſpoiled and killed with Quicke luer, 
woulde not willinglie be cured therewith : therefoze becauſe 
they might the better vie it without gainelaping of the Pa- 
tient, therefoze they bꝛought it info another fozme , bling if 
alſo after another manner without any annointing, becauſe 
annoinfing was become odious to the Patient, therfoze they 
found out a deuice toperfume r— n 
| . 0 
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ſmoke of Cinober oꝛ Uermelion and ſo to cure him, fo2 they 
une w Quick luer to be ſo ſubtill oʒ piercing, that they wold 
enfo2ce1t into the bodic at ante place, thzough the pozes 02 
ſweat holes.And therfoze they ſet the Patient vnder a Tent 
02 Canopic naked, with a Chafingdilh of coales between his 
legges, wherin they ſtrowed the Cinober,ffoppinghim cloſe 
round about, the Patient then beginning toſweat,the Pers 
curie with bis whole ſubſtaunce creepeth into him in ſach 
lot. that it cauleth all the lime in his bodie fo aſcende inte 
bis mouth, infecting and cozruptiag all parts of the Patient 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it is pittifull to behold, ſo that the one alter 
long Martirdome at length treepes into his graue, the other 
becommeth cripple and defozmed, the thirde toothleſſe, and 
ſuch like miſerable accidents which are befallen them, that it 
would greeue a man to (&, how they haue handled a number 
of their Patients. 

Fo2 Mercurie being bled co2pozallic , hath this nature, 
that it doth dzaw all the cozrupt matter of the Pockes into 
the mouth, and becauſe they haue dealt ſodiſozderly there⸗ 
with, taking moze of if then they ought. they haue therwiths 
all dzawne the coꝛruption into the mouth in ſuch abundance. 
that it could not haue ſufficient egreſſe, but foꝛ want thereof 
is returned, and hath ſought him a place in the entrailes, as 
in the Liner, the Lunges, the Milte, and the ſkomacze, xc: 
So that ſome are fallen into the diſeaſes of the Lunges, as 
Pluriſies, ſhoꝛtneſſe of bzeath, Coughes, conſinnptions,and 
ſuch other, almoſt altogether incurable diſeaſes. Others are 
fallen into diſeaſes of the ſtomack, es vomitings, queſineſſe, 
great and intollerable paines, and Apoſtoms of the ſtomack, 
not beeing able to digeſt any gad nouriſhment, Others are 
fallen into diſeaſes of the Liuer, as the yellow Jaundtes, oa 
Ictteritta, the D2opſte, the Bloodie flixe, hots firie Agues, 
and ſuch like. And ſcrne into the diſeaſes of the Milte, as the 
Feuer quartaine, the Cancker, the UWoolſe, the Lepꝛoſle, to 
all which diſeaſes they were not anp way ſubiec 02 inclined, 


vntul Cuch time, as they were bzought thercto by the war 
| Ul⸗ 
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falneſſe of fooliſh Chirurgions, and all theſe afo2eſaivediſca- 
ſes,are altogether in manner vncurable, and in the end dead- 
lie. Thberefo:e J would wiſh enery man fo fake heed, not fo 
deale with Percnrie in any ſuch ſoꝛte as is befoze expꝛeſſed. 
But if thou wilt vſe if in any ſuch oꝛder as heereaffer ſhalbe 
ſhewed thee, it ſhall not onelp not be hurtfull, but thon (halt 
alſo ther with perfozme that which thou pꝛomiſeſt to thy Pa⸗ 
tient, that is to ſay the curing of his diſeaſe. 

Nowe we will ſhewe wherewith they are wont, and doe 
pet perfume 02 imoke their Patients: the ſimples are theſe 
that followe : Cinober naturall, Mercurie calcined, Artificiall 
Mercurie ſublimed, Alipta, Muſcata, Clodes, Cinamon, I- 
reos, Muske, Franckincenſe, Maſtick, Mirha, with other ſuch 
ſweete thinges. Theſe ſweet things they haue therefoꝛe ka ⸗ 
ken, becauſe the Patient ſhoulde not ſmell the Finke of the 
Bꝛ imſtune t the Cinober: but though at the firſt they haue 
not knowne him by the ſmell, pet in the ende hee hath made 
bimſelfe knowne vnto them by the feeling, fo2 that hee per⸗ 
foꝛmeth bis wozke with great fozce, as thoſe Patients know 
verie well which haue had experience of him, foz as a ſharpe 
popſon, ſo goeth he to wozke in all his operation, Their firit 
and greateſt erroz therefoze is, that they do fame the whole 
bodie of the Patient, where as they ſhold not fume any mo2e 
then the place where they know that p place deſtreth to haue 
iſſue. Fo2 in all diſeaſes; nature hath her certaine cmuncto⸗ 
riss oꝛ purging places, where thꝛough ſhe coueteth to purge 
her ſelfe. As ſometimes by ſtooles, ſometunes by bomits, 
and ſometime ſweating: but in this diſeaſe, ſhee hath moꝛe 
places fo purge by, as the groyne.the arme-holes, and ſuch 
like, and ſometimes other open holes in other places of the 
body, where a man muft ſmoke, and not in any other place. 
But fo2 your further knowledge you ſhall vnderſtand, that 
Mercur ie may be pzepared in duers manners, as larotine, 
opilatiue, co2oſtne, and attractiue, and alſo diaphoꝛeticke, ſo 
that it may be pꝛepared actoꝛding fop deũre ot him that wil

But in this fumigation oz ſmoking, the intent is one lis 
to mane dim attractiue, that is, to dꝛaw out of the bodie, that 
which is hurtfull oz hinderſome to nature, but heerein our 
cumming Chirurgions haue both been deteiued thiſelues, and 
thereby haue alſo ſpoyled their Patients, firſt in that they 
perfumed 02 ſmoked the whole body of the Patient , foz by 
that meanes the venimous matter, which e occupied but 
one o2 two places of the body. t heꝝ haue now dzawn thzoughs 
oat all the whole bodte, ſecondly in vſing the Mercur ie ſo 
groſſelie with his whole ſubſtaunce, and that in ſuch great 
quanfitte, they haue alſo by that meanes bzonght their Pas 
tients to vtter ruine, and thirdly, in that they haue mingled 
other thinges with the Percurte, where as it is the Porcus 
rie alone that mult perfoꝛme the action without hel pe ofany 
other thing, bering outwardly bſed by fumigation. 

Nowe we will ſhew thee the manner oz oꝛder to pꝛepare 
it to be attradiue, with the cozrection of the abuſe heeretofoze 
vled in the miniſtring thereof. Although it hath: chaunced 
ſometimes, that there hath a Patient oz two beene cured by 
moanes of this afozeſaid fumigation, and alſo by annointing, 
vet you ſhall vnderffand, that p came to paſſe alone thzongh 
the goodneſſe of nature, which is willing to helpe herſelfe, 
and frong to reſiſt and onercome the violence of the Medi⸗ 
cine, but pet fo2 one ſo cured, there hath beene tenne thereby 
ſpopled, beſides thoſe that haue bene ſent ad Patres, to robbe 
Poles, but toeſchew all theſe intonueniences, you ſhal pꝛe⸗ 
pare pour Mercurie in this o2der. 
Take Cinober made by arte (not naturall Cinober, and 
beate it as ſmall as is poſſible , whereof you ſhall take one 
pound, and one pound of Salt Peter, mingle them very wel 
together, and ſet them to ſublime (as ſhall be taught you in 
another Booke, which ſhall intreate of the pꝛeparing of i- 
nerals) the Percurie being ſublimed, pou ſhall grind it ſmal 
vpon a fone, then you ſhall take an inſtrument oz Carthen 
pot of two ſpannes in leugth, very well glazed within, it ſhal 
be one ſpanne wide in the bottome, and the mouth ſhal — 
de 
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wide as a bigge Apple, in this inſtrument you ſhall put of the 
«fozeſaid Merturie, one dꝛamme at a time, and yon ſhall ſet 
the Patient and the ſaide inſtrument in ſachſozte, that the 
mouth of the inſtrument may be placed vpon the emunctoꝛie 
oz plate, where the diſeaſe deſtreth his iſſne , and the other 
ende vpon a Chafingdiſh with coales, making it bofe in ſuch 
oꝛder, that it may warme the emunctoꝛ ie, but heercof pon 
muſt take great heede, that yon make it not ſo hote, that you 
eauſe it bodilie to aſcende, fo2 this is the thing that hath kyl- 
led ſo many, that the Bercurie with his venimous hote bo- 
die, hath beene enfozced into the bodie of the Patient. 
Therefoze yon muſt haue great regarde, that you make 
pour fire in ſuch reaſonable manner, that you do not cauſe 
him fo aſcende , but that his ſpirit oz dampe alone may per- 
foʒme the action, then you ſhall (ee the matter iſſue foozth in 
ſuch abumdannee, that the Patient ſhal thereby be delinered 
from his diſeaſe. Bon ſhall hold the ſaw inſtrument with the 
Mercurie ſo made, hote vpon h emunctozie,the ſpace of halle 
anbow2e at a time, and yon ſhall vſe this manner of fumi⸗ 
gation euerie night when the Patient goeth to bedde , and 
let him ſweat enery time in ſuch oꝛder as is afoze ſhewed in 
the Chapter of annointing, vſing bim in al points as is there 
ſpecified; to wit, in ſweating, in dꝛying,. ec. In this 02der pon 
may fumigate o2 ſmoke without any danger, if you take herd 
that the Mercurie doe not aſcend, ſo that you ſhall not onelie 
auoide all perrill in pour curing , but ſhall alſo purchaſe to 
pour ſelucs, pꝛaiſe and thankes whenſoeuer you ſhall vſe it. 
Thus much of fumigation, with the cozrection of the abuſes 
therein vſed, now concerning waſhing,

truſt their annointing, and ſo fared it alſo with their fumi- 
gation, foz when they ſawe the numbers that thereby were 
killed, they feared, and woulde not ame longer be ſmcked; 
Wwhereuppon the Pock-Maiſters, were cnfo2ced to pꝛepare 
their Percurie after another oꝛder, that hee might be moꝛe 
ſecret and vnknowne, that they might pet vie him, foz they 
wilt wel, that without him there was no cure to be wzonght, 
foz as pet Guaicum was vnknowne , therefoze thep tocke 
ſublimated Percurie, and ſodde it in Aqua vitæ, and wyth 
the ſaid Aqua vitæ, they waſhed the Patient : which is a ve⸗ 
rie ſubtill and foꝛcible manner ofcuring,and very perrilous, 
which manner of curing, J do counſaile all men to leaue vn- 
doone. But in this manner following, pou ſhall not onelp a- 
uoide all daunger , but hall alſo haue good ſucceſſe in peur 
woꝛkes, which if (fo2 the great labour and charge which is 
required in the pꝛeparing of your Merturie) pou will not fol⸗ 
low, J would wiſh you to leaue waſhing : fo; of all manners 
of caring, there is none thelike fo2 fozce and daunger, there- 
foꝛe if vou wil not otherwiſe cozrect pour Merturie, it is not 
lawſull foz you to cure any man by waſhing , foz that they 
which 
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which are this way cured, are in greater daunger then one 
man which dooth fight againſt two other fo2 life and death. 
But if you will pꝛepare your Mercurie as heereafter ſhal be 
ſhewed vou ſhall not onelie eſchew all daunger which other⸗ 
wiſe may happen, but ſhall alſo perfoꝛme as much as ſhal be 
requiſite to the turing ot this diſeaſe, ⁊ as much as hath been 
betherto perfozmed by ante man, wherefoze flie ſloth, and vſe 
diligence in pꝛeparing your Mercurie, whereby pou ſhal not 
onely obtaine pour deſire in curing the diſeaſe without feare 
and danger, but alſo with great credite to your ſelfe, and pꝛo- 
fit to the Patients. | . 

In this waſhing, beſides this afoze witten, there is pet 
another abuſe, that is that they haue waſhed all the partes 
of the body, as well thoſe that were ſounde, as thoſe y were 
diſcaſed, then the which they could not haue comitted a grea⸗ 
fer ouerſight, foz by that means they haue bꝛought the ſound 
parts into a wo2ſe caſe then the diſeaſed, foꝛ Mercurie vſed in 
ſuch lozt, is in the operation as hote as fire, ſo that in thoſe 
partes wherein there is no coꝛrupt matter to bee dꝛped out, 
there he goeth to wozke, and dꝛieth out all the good and na⸗ 
turall moiſture, and thereby ſpopleth the whole member. 
Therefoꝛe aboue ail things vou mull take heede that pou 
doe not waſh the whole parts, but onely thoſe that are diſea⸗ 


ſed, foꝛ the dileaſed parts haue matter, wherein the Percu⸗ 


rie may woꝛke, and which is needtull to be dꝛyed out. owe 
will ſhewe you howe to pꝛepare and fo vic your Mercurie, 
but ſirſt 3 will Chews you thole Umples where with theſe 
Malters vſe to wache, which are theſe. Mercurius ſubluma- 
tus, Auri pigmentum, Arſenicun, Ceruſa , Camphier, 
Aqua vite. Theſe thinges if J ſhoulde miniſter in this 
(o2te crudlie without other co2rection, JF thinke 2 choulde 
Kill all the Patients that J ſhouide take in hands, Foz 
by reaion sf the trength of the Aqua vitæ, the Merturie bes 
commeth lo ſubtil and ſo ſierie, that it is a great wonder that 
they die not all that are taken in hand to be cured in this oꝛ⸗ 
der. Foz of all other, this manner ot curing is moſt daunge⸗ 

ni rous, 
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rous,fo2 the Mercurie by his ſubtiſtie, and by meanes bf (he 
heate of the Aqua viez, doth perfozine his operation in the 
inward parts of the Patient with ſuch foxce, as manie ſicke 
Patients baue better felt then J can deſcribe , and though 
this be molt true, yet there are ſome j vſe if dailie, as though 
it were good, but J ſay that it is a ſecrete kinde of poyſon, 
which though it be but outwardlie applied, doth pet not with⸗ 
Tanding (with great fozce) perſoꝛme dis wozke inwardly in 
the bodie, oz it inflameth and ſtirreth vppe the blonde in ſuch 
lozf, that the Pattent oftentimes falleth a bleeding, ble ding 
themſelues to death, others are like to be choked, ſo foꝛciblie 
dꝛaweth this venime to the hart, but peradufture ſome will 
defend bis doings herein, and ſay, J haue holpen many there- 
with, but J would faine heare the Patient himſelfe repoꝛt it, 
vet neue rtpeleſle, 3 doe thinke well, that ſome one amongſt 
a hundꝛed, may be cured by this meanes, but J conne them 
no thanke therefoze, but rather nature, which herſelfe hea⸗ 
led the diſcaſe, and reſiſted the ſtozme, but howe manie haus 
they ſpoiled and bolpen vnder thegrounde befoze they baus 
cured one, verilie a great number Jam certaine, but fo as 
uoine ſuch a daunger, and to attaine credit in this arte, do as 
is afozelaid,leaue off your wathing,oz els pzepare your Per- 
cur ie as followeth,

out any addition, as J will teache you in the ſoze alledged 
Booke, the ſame you ſhall ſublime pet foure times with c6- 
mon pꝛepared Salt, then you ſhall poure vpon the ſaid Pers 
curie, good rectified Aqua vitz,as J haue taught vou to reue⸗ 
fe it in my booke of Diſtillations. This Aqua vitz you ſhall

kient, and ſpopleth andkiſleth him as all other poiſons nate» 
rallie doe, thereſoꝛs take heed t hat in no Le ven v ſe it £079 
pozallie, but onelie the ſpirit as is afozeſatd , and ſo nothing 
can enſue to the atient, but good | 

Mith the afozefaid water pe ſhall maſhe 01 make we, 
the diſeaſed parts of the]3afientf, every ninht when he goeth 
fo bende, then pon ſhall lay him to (weate;, bing him in al 
point as is ſhe ned in the other Chapter and von ſhall con» 
tinur this manner of waſhing, cuery day once, vntill ſuch 
tume as he be perfectlycured, and that he fee le nd moꝛe pain. 
Pou need not foare to vie this manner of turing in this diſ⸗

Bere haue bene ſeme that haue held opinion, that bes 
conſe-of the great paines that men haue had on they; 
innes, and the pypes of their armes, that therefoꝛc 
2 C. the 
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ths roote of the diſeaſe muſt needes lye there, (but they are 
deceiued, foz the roote lyeth in the bloode ) theſe-going foz⸗ 
wards in their opinions, haue made holes vpen the ſhinnes, 
and diuers other places of the bodie , thinking that the dy 
eaſe would haue runne out at thoſe holes, and ſo haut beens 
gone, but their erpectation was deteiued, fo2 although they 
bad made the (kinne fall of holes, pet the matter they looked 
fo}, ranne not ont at them, but there iſſued a certaine yellow 
water, which pꝛocteded of the paine which the Cozoſiuc had 
made, and not any matter of the diſeaſe , neither did it con⸗ 
terne the Pocks any thing at all. But I find no great fault 
in this, fo2 as it holpe not, ſo it hindered not, pet it was a 
great fooliſhneſſe of them to thinke the diſeaſe to be ſo tow⸗ 
ardlie to giue ouer his hold befoze any aſſault were laid to it. 
Bat becauſe there may chaunce ſometimes , much matter 
to lie about the ſhins, oʒ ſuch like places, which cauſeth ins 
follerable paines, to remedy the ſame you may vſe the afo2ey 
ſaid meanes,to dzawe away the ſaid matter, yet not as they 
did; fo2 they did nothing but (ette open the doze,. fazgetting 
that which was molt ncedfull, that is, when they hadope- 
ned the place, they ſhould haue apphieda PlaiTer , ta haue 
d2alune out the matter, which otherwile ol it ſelte woulde

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and then ve if, This dzaweth ſo foꝛeiblie, that it leaueth no⸗ 
thing vntouched. But betauſe this is no certaine rule fo2 the 
caring of the Pockes, but onelie to diminiſh part of the mat⸗ 
ter, we will not ſlay anie longer abonkt it, but pꝛoteed to the 
perfit curing of the ſame, and firſt of another manner of cure 
died by ſweatin.

Here is pet another opinion ſpꝛung bppe, and 
1 that is this, to cure the Pockes by ſweating, 
This came firſt out of Italie info Dutchlande 
(S} (Saf 02 Germanie, and at length if became cdᷣmon 

all heere in this Countrie: and indeede fo ſome 
it wap o6 — "but fo; others hurtfull, foz flegmaticke t moiſt 
bodies, are thereby dꝛyed and made curable, but the Cholle- 
ricke and Selancholick bodies, are thereby ſpotled, not with 
the ſweating, but with the hote Medicines that they vſed to 
pꝛouoke ſweate, which Pedicines ſo enflamed and d2yed bp 
the blood in the vaines,the Liuer, the Lunos, the Pulte, and 
the Ridnies, that thereby manie Patients fell fir ſt into the 
Feuer quartaine, fecondlie into the Dꝛopſie, and laſtlie into 
the graue. Mell the Pocks are not to be tured in this ſozte. 
Foz though it be good foz one, pet is it hurtfuli foz annother, 
but it vee will cure, you muff pzombe ſuch remedies as may 
be good foꝛ all complerions, and hurtfull to none, clpeciallie 
here in ſweating. 

But fo2 your better inſtruction, it ſhall be neceſſarie firſt 
fo ſhewe you where with they vſe to pzoucke [weate. They 
haue taken good ſtrong Mine, and mingled the ſame with 
Treakle, and with other things which you ſhal heare anone, 
and giuen the ſame to the Patient — dzinke, and the couered

him to make him ſweat, and this they haue ſo long cont inu⸗ 
ed, vntill either the Patient was cured, oz that they were 
bindered by hote Agues which they bzought vpon the Patt- 
ent, foz by this meanes they had ſo ſpoiled the Liner and o- 
ther parts with beate , that they coulde not any longer vſe 
their natarall ſtrength, but went backward, ingendering e⸗ 
uill black enflamed blood, which muſt needes bzing foꝛth A⸗ 
gues and the Feuer quartaine,therfoze now J wil ſhew pon 
the ſimples whereof they make their Medicines to pꝛouoke 
ſweat, that you may the better clchewe them, and theſc they

Aqua vitæ mingled with Treakle, Aqua viex mingled 
with Camphier cardamomum, Grana paradiſi, Pepper, Eu- 
forbium, Radix vngulz caballine, Radix flammule. Be- 
ſide theſe afoꝛenamed, thep haue pet vſed many other things, 
and moꝛeouer deuiſed a meane to cauſe the Patient to [weat 
of himſelke, without helpe of any Medicine, and to perfozme 
the ſaine, they vſcd Crocks 02 great Carthen pottes , filling 
them with hote water, and ſtopping them lo tloſe , that no 
moyſture could iſſue foo2th, theſe they laid in bed by the Pa⸗ 
tient, and couered him with clothes in ſuch ſo2t,y by meanes 
thereof, and the warmth of the Pottes together,thep cauſed 
him to ſweat. This waie, though it be verie good to pꝛo⸗ 
uoke ſweat, vet in this diſeaſe it is not good, becauſe this dil⸗ 
caſe dooth not luffer it ſelfe to be expelled ſo caſilie, without 
other greater helpes, but in the Plague. This is a verie god 
wate and profitable, pet in this diſcaſe, (weating is alla ve⸗ 
rie needtull. Nowe {ollowecth the cozrection of this manner 
of ſweating.

The poꝛes 02 ſweat holes in the ſkinne, are alſo emunc- 
torium, (that is to ſay a place whereth2zough nature dooth 
purge berſelfe) yea one of the molt p2incipall cmuncozies, 
thereloꝛe though the ſaid pozes o2 ſweat holes, a man may 
very well purge nature, and alſo expell the matter of the 
Pockes, but not thꝛough the heate of clothes, neither of the 
afozefaidſimples, as Aqua vitz and ſuch like, foz the afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid remedies they arc not good foz this purpole ; but the 
ſtrength is in the Mercurie alone, and it is hee y mult wozke 
the keate, that is, he can thꝛough ſweating, expell the matter 
of the Pocks, and knoweth alſo where fo find it, fo2 which 
taule he muſt be made to be diaphozeticke, that is, to expell 
ſweat by the po2es, foz beeing bꝛought thereto, pee is ſo ſubs 
fill in bis operation againſt the Pocks, that it is almoſt in- 
credible, fo2 be Itaueth no co2ner in the whole body vnſear⸗ 
ched, expelling all the cozrupt matter that he findeth, But 
the pꝛeparing of him J feare me) wil be too troubleſome fo2 
lazie P2actiſioners, and therefoze J thinke J may ſpare. my 
labour, pet notwithſtanding, J will reueale it fo2 their ſakes 
that are dilligent, knowing that he that deſireth the health of 
his Patient, will ſpare no labour, no2 reſaſe any trauaile fo 
obfaine the ſame, and therefoze J will nowe che we you the 


pꝛeparing of it. 


The preparing of Mercurie to 
prouoke ſweat. 


Take of Aqua fortis, a fourth parte, Tinne, and Quick⸗ 
ſiluer, of cach halfe an ounce, put this together in a Clalle, 
and ſelte it in a Chafingdiſh with warme aſhes, ( you miſt 


remember to put it into a Glaſſe, becauſe the Aqua fortis 
C. iii. doth 
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doth pierce thzongh all thinges but onelie glaſſe, pou muſk 
thcrefoze take a Claſſe with a flatte 02 round bot tome withs 
out a foote,and put it therein, ſetting it in the aſhes as afoze- 
ſaid) in the ende, when you perceine the Quicke ſilner fo be 
diſſolued, fake it out of the aſhes, and let it ſtand till one may 
ſap the Pater noſter thze& oz ſoure times, and there will be a 
little ſand in the boffome, the poure off the cleere, putting it 
info another cleane Glaſle, and ſette it againe in the aſhes as 
afozeſaid, and make bnder the Chafngdich a [mall fire, vn⸗ 
till pou ſee the water be all dzicd oz ſodden out, then let it bee 
told and bꝛeake the Glaſſe, fo otherwiſe yon cannot gette it 
out it will be fo hard, when you haue taken it out, yon mut 
grinde it ſmall vppon a ſtone, and put it in a ſmall veſſell of 
Stlucr and gyit, oz of golde, fo2 that is beſf fo2 this purpoſe, 
the ſatd Ueſſell muſt be about the bignefſe of a Spoone , and 
ſo deepe, that it may containe the ſaif'matter, and that you 
map coner the ſaide matter with Aqua vitæ the bzedth of a 
finger, C his beſſell you ſhall ſet in gcod ſtreng wine Uine- 
ger, a little deeper then the ſaid matter that is in the Ueſſel, 
and then ſette the Aqua vitz on fire that it may burne (nate 
this, that your Aqua vitæ mult be rectiffed, that if do not c</ 
faine any fleame, acco2zding as J haue taught pon forecifle 
it in my Boke of Diftillations.) The Aquavitz being con- 
ſumed, you ſhall immedtatlie poure on moze, and let it like⸗ 
wife burne away, ding this ſo often, vntill the Mercur ie, 
with the tinne, do connert fo a certaine kind of Dple that is 
thicke and fat. Ok this Dyle pon ſhall take one graine #min- 
gle it with good Wine, and giue it fo the Patient to dꝛink in 
the moꝛning faſting, and then couer him reaſonablie (not foo 
warme] and pon ſhall ſ& that which will make you to won⸗ 
der, that is, yon ſhall ſee ſuch aboundaunte of ſweat iſſue frõ 
the Patient (though he be not verie warme covered) that wil 
canſe pon greatlie to maruell : and of this you may be bolde, 
that he ſhall ſweat ſo much as may be good and p2ofitable foz 
bis nature and no moze. This vou ſhall gine him every date 
once, and whe he (weateth,let him be wel dzied with warme 
and 
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and cleane clothes, and he muſt take dilligent heede to keepe 
himſelfe from cold, and out of the avꝛe, and that pꝛincipallie 
when be (weatcth, his diet and his dzinke ſhall be in all re⸗ 
ſpects as is afo2e ſpeciſied in the Chapter of ſweating , and 
vou ſhall not regard what hath berne w2itten heretofoze by 
diuers, concerning the not eating of ſalte, fog that they haue 
therein greatlie erred, therefoꝛe you ſhall vſe ſo much ſalt as 
ſhalbe ncedfull foz the ſeaſoning of your uicat to giue it a god 
taſte. 
But alwaies pꝛouided you mult vſe meaſure in all things, 
and that pꝛincipallie in ſalt and ſow2e thinges; becauſe that 
they two beeing two much vled, are verie burtfull to the ſi⸗ 
newes, and fo2 that cauſe you muſt take the meſurablie, but 
in any wiſe not to vſe your meate without (alte,fo2 that ſalt 
is the onelie thing requiſite in the bodie, to pzeſerue the hu⸗ 
mours from cozrupting, fo in what part of the bodie ſoeuer 
the ſalte beginneth to loſe his bertue, in the ſame part imme⸗ 
diatlie beginneth a filthy rotting, not much vnlike fo the Le⸗ 
pꝛoſie, whereloꝛe inany wiſe you ſhall not fozbidyonur Pati⸗ 
ent the eating of ſal, fo2 by that out warde ſalf, the inwarde 
falf nad" wats ts inthe bloode, and in all the other parts of — 
| dandanaintained. - 
a ht ya may the better belecue, that there is ſaltp 
ina 1155 — * of mans bodie, you ſhall vnderſtand, that t 
indie of man (by all Dhiloſopper.and by me alſo) is accoun⸗ 
ted . a little woꝛlde, which was called (by them) Microcoſ- 
which little 2 80 doth containe in it, all ſuch things as 
the 7 dooth e cont aine in her.

anie man to purge with any ſuch laratines, becauſe it is not 
Melie in vain, bat alſo dan. fo; they dw not ſo much 
as once meddle oꝛ touch the matter of this diſeaſe , as beeing 
altogether vnable to expell the ſame, x vet becauſe they muſt 


wazke beeing once receined in, they gov to manta” — 
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which they ought not to meddle withall, expelling that which 
is p2ofitable to nature: yea and beeing too often vſcd,o2 in to 
great a quantitie, they do expell the blood, the fleſhe,and at 
laſt they do melt the marrow in the verie bones, erpelling it 
alſo, accoꝛding as wee haue ſeene the experience thereof in 
thoſe which thus haue biene purged, foz their fleſh falleth as 
waie,thepz cheekes ware hollow, they become leane and pale 
of colour, which palenes of colour ſo long continueth, as nas 
ture confinueth vnable fo clenſe the bloode, and to oucrcome 
the diſeaſe. What auaileth it then to purge with ſharpe lar- 
atiues, when it is the nature alone that muſt heale the dil- 
eale 


But J knowe there be many that will (ap,and J graunt 
it to be true, that by purging they haue cured diners Agues, 
and ſuch like diſeaſes, but though it be graunted that the dil- 
eaſe healeth after ſuch time as the Patient is purged pet nof- 
withCanding it is nature herſelſe which healeth the diſcaſe, 
after that her enemies are put to flight: but as fo2 thoſe lax⸗ 
atiues, they do not ſofo2ſake the bodie of the Patient, buf 
that they leaue manie reliques behind them, which afterward 
are the cauſes of mante great enils, + alſo the body is bzought 
thereby to ſuch a cuſtome, that it doth looke dailie to be pur⸗ 
ged, and therefoze will not perfozme the accuſtcmed digeftt- 
on as it ought to do, and notwithſtanding all the evils that 
do enſue theſe purgations, there is no helpe noꝛ comfozt to 
be expected of them toward the curing of this diſeaſe, becauſe 
they do not ſo much as once touch it. 

Nowe J will chewe pou wherewith thep haue bed fo 
purge, to the end you may take heede of if, becanſe if cannot 
any thing p2ofif vou. Firſt they haue ginen the Patient of 
theſe Juleps 02 Sirops, and after haue purged them with the 
laratiues following. Theſe are the Juleps and Sirops, Siru- 
pus de fumo terre, Sirupus acetoſus, Simplex et compoſitus, 
Sirupus de Pomis compoſitus, Sirupus de menta, Sirupus de 
biſantijs, de Abſinehis, et Epitimo, de Cicorea, et de Eupato- 
ria. Julep violatum, et Iulep roſatum. Jn verie hote diſcaſes 
Di i. theſe 
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theſe afozeſaid Sirops they mingled with theſe diſtilled wa- 
ters folowinx,becauſe they might the better be receiued. The 
waters are theſe, Aqua boraginis, Aqua bugloſſe, Fumus ter- 
re, Aquacuſcute, Aqua meliile, Aqua ſcholopendrię, Aqua 
maiorane, Aqua finiculi, Aqua cicoreę, Aqua endinie, Aqua 
lupuli, Aqua capillorum veneris, Aqua eupatorij, Aqua lac- 
tuce, Aqua ſcabioſe, Aqua cardo benedicti. Theſe afozeſaid 
waters with other moe, they vſed to mingle with they2 Sp⸗ 
ropes, and then gaue them to the Patient to d2inke, to pꝛe⸗ 
pare the matter, and afterward purged them with thele lar⸗ 
atiues following. Diaſene, Diacitoniton, Diacarthami, Aga- 
ricus, Coloquintida, Turbith, Elleborus, Confectio, Hamech, 
Electuarium, Iudum, Diagridiũ, Ezula, Hermodactilus. And 
alſo with theſe Pilles folowing. Pillule cochie, Pillule inde, 
Pillule lucis, Pillule artecite, Pillule fedite, Pillule arce, Pil- 
lule de hermodactilis, Pillule ſiue quibus, Pillule de fumo ter- 
re, Pillule de lapide laſuli, Pillule ge lapide armeno. Upon all 
theſe afozeſaid, J will God willing ſhewe you the cozrection, 
but pꝛincipallie vppon the laratiues, foz that the other neede 
not greatlie to be cozrected, 
Firſt you ſhall vnderſtande, that it is not euill oz hurtfull 
that the matter in the Liuer and the ſtomacke, be firſt pꝛepa⸗ 
red, and then afterward purged with theſe Pedicines folow⸗ 
ing, which are very eaſie and not burtfull to be vſed. Theſe 
are thep. Diacatholicon, Caſſia fiſtula, Manna rhabarbarum, 
Aloes, Pohpodium, Sena, Epitimum, Mirobolanorum fpue 
ſoꝛts o2 kinds. Foz theſe helpe to lighten nature, « to clenſe 
the blood of all vntleanneſſe pꝛoceeding of meate and d2inke, 
they deliuer alſo from Agues if they be often vſed, 4 are hurt⸗ 
full neither to olde noꝛ young. euerie man may ble them with 
out daunger. But as foz the matt er of the Pockes, they doe 
not ſo much as once meddle with it, but let it lie ſtill vntou⸗ 
ched. Foz that requireth another manner of foꝛce wherwith 
to be rouſed and dꝛiuen fozth, which pertaineth to the Pertu⸗ 
rie alone, foꝛ being b2ought to be laxatiue, he can find out t hat 
which the other could not find, and doth expell that ar - 
nowe 
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knoweth to be offenſine to nature, not onely in this matter of 
the Pockes, but alſo in all other diſeaſes, therefoze J coun- 
ſaile all men to vſe diligence in learning to make the Mercu⸗ 
rie laratiue, as hereaffer ſhall be taught. 

The coꝛrection of this that hath bene ſaide,is nothing but 
this, that you purge with no other larative but onelie with 
Mercurie, and to make him laxatiue, you muſt pꝛepare him 
thus. p 
Firſt pou muſk haue a kind of wafer, that with extreame 
beate of fire is diſtilled of Egge · ſhels, ot this water you mut 
take foure ounces, of Quick ſiluer one ounce , and put them 
together in a Glaſſe, which Glaſſe pou muſt ſette in a Chas 
finadiſh oz ſome other thing with ſand, and ſette the Chaling⸗ 
diſh in oz vpon the fire, & the Mercurie ſhall diſſolue though 
the foꝛce of the water, and being diſſolued, you ſhall diſtill of 
the water, and poure other vppon it, this you muſt do ſo of 
ten, vntill the Mercurie become as redde as blood, when the 
water is dꝛawne from it: this Mercurie is the right Purga- 
tion fo expell the matter of the Pockes by ſtooles. The Mer⸗ 
curie then being as redde as blocde, you ſhall grinde it fo fine 
powder, and of the ſaid powder you ſhall giue the Patient fo 
dꝛinke (with good ſweete Mine, oz other Wine that is not 
ſowꝛe) enery mozning faſting thꝛee graines: 02 you may als 
ſo mingle it with Theriacle oz Metridatum , and giue it him 
fo eate euerie mo2ning faſting, and let him faſt after it at the 
leaſt foure howꝛes, and then ſhall he purge that, that is n&d- 
full to be purged, and is the right matter of the Pockes, and 
it ſhall not any way be hurtfull vnto him, but ſhall clenſe hum 
from all vnhealthfull thinges, reſtoꝛing him to a healthfull 
fate, clenſing all ſuperfluitie, and leauing all the other hu⸗ 
mours of the bodie vntouched. 

This is that, that purgeth the matter of the Pockes by 
the ſtoole, and there is no other laxatiue that is anie thing 
auailable, but onelie Mercurie beeing thus pꝛepared. The 
Patient mull be kept with W dzinke, accozding as 
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is ſaide of the other in the Chapters going befoze,he nuff al 
ſo be kept from colde, out of the ayze, but pꝛʒincipally from 
tbe companie of Momen, becauſe that is the roote of this diſ⸗ 
eaſe, whi 3 beeing frequented by the Patient, it renueth the

His wood is found in the Jlands 
of the Indian ſea, and is as com⸗ 
mon there, as our Dke is heere 
with vs, the people of that Coun⸗ 
2) trie d vie nothing of it but oncly 

"| the leaues e the ſmalleſt twigs, 
wich they ſtampe ſmall, t wing 
out the iuyce of it, and ſo d2ink it. 


SAC But becauſe thts Countrep1s lo 
far from vs, we cannot haue it ſa 
os to take and bſe the leaues as they doe, but are fame 
in ſteed thereof to vſe the boughes oz bzaunches, and thereby 
fo ſeeke helpe ſoꝛ the Patient, and ſo it is come to this patle, 
that of the ſaid bzaunches we make a certain decocted d2tnk, 
by which the ſaid diſeaſe is cured. But pet there hath beene a 


great abuſe committed by diners, as well in the making 03 
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ſeething of this dzinke, as alſo in the dicfs , with other like 
things, all which hecreafter God willing ſhall be cozrected, 
But ere we p2ocecde heerein anp further, J will declare vn⸗ 
to you the nature and pꝛopertie of this wood, 

Che auncients in times paſt haue had knowledge of this 
wood, and haue giuen it his name, although ſome men be ol 
the confrarte opinion, ſuppoſing that they knew it not, pet A 
ſap that they are decetucd : fo2 though in all points it doe not 
agree with that which they call Hebena, yet J ſaie that it can 
not be anie other, but a certain kind of the ſaid Hebena The 
auncients deſcribing the ſaid Hebena oz Hebenum, doe ſaie, 
that it doth not ſwim, but gocth to the bottome like a ſtone, 
and that within it is as blacke as pnke, and therfoze ſome do 
ſaie that this is not that Hebena. To ſuch wiſe men J aun⸗ 
were, ſending them to Dioſcorides, willing them to marke 
his diſcription of herbes and flowers, 4c, Foz there he deſcri- 
beth many herbes and flowers, which if a man ſhould ſeeke 
foʒ in that oꝛder which they are there deſcribed, J know they 
will ſcarcely be founde, becauſe they doe not in all points as 
gree with the diſcription: and the reaſon thereof is, the nas 
ture of the Countrie where the ſaid Herbes do growe, foz in 
one Countrey they are of one faſhion, and in another ſome⸗ 
what different from the ſame, and ſometimes alſo by remw⸗ 
uing from place to place, Flowers do alter their colours, and 
become moꝛe double of leaues then they were befo2e,and pet 
they remaine the ſame Flowers fill, cuen ſo is it with He- 
bena, fo2 that which groweth in India, is of another colour 
then that which groweth in Grecia, and yet not withſtand⸗ 
ing it is a kind ol Hebena, fo it goeth to the botteme, as He- 
benum doth, and is alſo oł the ſame vertue, curing the ſame 
diſeaſes. 

Hauing pꝛooued that this Moode with his name haue 
beene knowne in olde time, we will nowe ſhewe his vertue 
and operation, what he wozketh in the bodie of man, beeing 
miniſtred as it ought to be. The vertue of this wood is dzy- 
ing moze then any other Pe dicine, and to dziue away wy 
opila⸗ 
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opilations oꝛ ſfoppings of the Liner and the Milte, being mi⸗ 
niſtred with opening Medicines, acco2ding as ſhal be taught 
hereafter, Jt may be vſed (almoſt) in all diſeaſes, beeing vſed 
with ſuch Pedicines as are apper tinent to the diſeaſe, and 
ber ing ſo vſed, his vertue is increaſed, and hee becommeth of 
moꝛe foꝛte. Howe to applie him with other Bedicines, ſhall 
be taught in other Chapters that follow. 

But peraduenture you will muſe why J do now ſo much 
pꝛaiſe this wood, colidering that J haue ſo much befoze pꝛai⸗ 
ſed the Mercurie, J ſay therefoꝛe that amongſt all other re- 
medies, there is none that can be bſed with leſſe danger then 
this of Hcbenum. Conſidering the great danger conſiſting in 
the Mercurie, by reaſon that he is ſo ventmous, & that there 
are ſo fewe which either can oz will pꝛepare him in ſuch 02- 
der as heought to be pꝛepared, as well fo2 the laboure theres 
in required, as alſo the coſt and cunning that neceſſarily be - 
longeth thereto. Theſe with other moe are the cauſes whp 
we haue w2itten thus in tommendat ion of this Mood, pꝛai⸗ 
ſing it to be the beſt and moſt ſureſt in the caring of this fil- 
thie diſeaſe, excepting onelie the well pꝛepared ercurie, ac⸗ 
co2ding as wee haue mencioned and taught in the Chapters 
befoze going: but as J lay , Percurie beeing excepted (as 
mongſt all other Medicines) there is none comperable to this 
Hebenum. | 

Foz beeing vſed in ſuch oꝛder as if ought to be, it may be 
miniſtred without all daunger, as well in hote and dzie, as 
alſo in cold and moiſt complerions : and doth alſo woꝛk great 
wonders in many diſeaſes, ſuch as are almoſt incredible, but 
it mult be vſed oꝛderlie, as in the Chapters following ſhalbe 
taught at large, wherein the curing of eache diſeaſe ſhall be 
taught you in ſuch good oꝛder, that thereby you ſhall percetue 
how greatlie they haue been deceiued, which after one mans 
ner with this afoꝛeſaid dꝛinke) haue tanen vpon the to cure 
all manner of diſeaſes. Cuen like a Shoomakcr which would 
make every mans ſhoes vpon one laſte, which is impoſſible. 
Now we will pzocced to the chooſing of this wood.

Ou ſhall take and bſe the young and ſmall 
— with the barke vpon them if they 
be freſh, and haue not beene long gathered, il 
vou map ſo haue them, if not, then you ſhall 
ay take of the biggeſt hauing the barke vppon 

them, becauſe that as they are greater and 
thicker, ſo they are harder, and dꝛie not ſo ſoone as the leſſer 
bzaunches doe, foz if pou take the (mall ones, hauing beene 
long gathered, they will be too dzie,therfo2e it is beſt to take 
the olde being gathered both at one time. Fo2 if a man might 
haue it beeing greene, if were much better then otherwile, 
but becauſe that is not poſſible , therefoze a man mult helpe 
bimſelfe with ſuch as he can getfe, but this is a thing fo bee 
wondered at, that there ſhould be ſuch bertue in a dap ſticke, 
to expell the matter of the Pocks, pea if is almoſt incredible, 
but that we ſee the experience of it dailie in diners perſons, 
ok all manner of complexions, lo that we are enfozced to be- 
leene it becauſe we ſer it. 

Further you ſhall vnderſtande that, that Moode is beſt 
which is of middle age, which age muſt be vnderſtoode of the 
growth, becauſe the young Trees are not pet come fo they 
perfection, and the olde Trees are decayed, and therfoze it is 
neceſſarie to chooſe that which is of middle age, and that as 
greene as is polſible with the barke vpon it, there is yet one 
thing mo2e to be obſerued, and that is this, the place where 
it groweth, this and ſuch like a man muſt know of the which 
bing it ouer. Foz that which groweth in S. Dominicus J- 
land, is not good fo2 this purpoſe,fo2 in hote and dzy complex- 
ions it is very hurtfull, becauſe of the heate and dꝛyth of the 
Country where it —— maketh it much hoter and 
daxer 
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d2yer then that which groweth els where, as in B. Johns 
land, foz the Jland of S. Dominicus lieth right vnder the 
Cquinoctiall line, by reaſon whereof, the inhabitants are 
greatlie troubled with heate, and alſo the fruites of it, are 
much hoter then in other Countries, but the beſt UWoode is 
found in the Jlande of S. Iohn, being not ſo hote and day as 
that ol S. Dounnicus, and may therefoze be vſed with leſſer 
daunger, in hote and dꝛie diſeaſes, as hoarſeneſſe of ß voice, 
with ſhoztnes of bzeath called Aſthma, and in a conſumpti⸗ 
on called Ptiſis, theſo may well be tured with the woode ol 
#. lohns Jtand, which were not good to be attempted wyth 
that of S. Dominicus Zlande, betauſe the Patient might 
therby be bzought to a greater d2ith, and in the end to death. 
Foz though there be ſome kind of men, ſo tolde and moiſt of 
complexion, that they might better be cured with the woode 
of . Dominicus Iland, then with that of S. Iohns, yet not⸗ 
withitanding there are verie fe we of them, and of thoſe that 
are hote and dꝛie, os at the leaſt wiſe hote and moiſt, there 
are manie moe, foz that thoſe which are moſt troubled with 
this diſeaſe,ars fo2 the molt part * women, and poung 


men, and are foꝛ the moſt part coldeofnatare as the ꝑ 
ſhould neede ſuch hote Meditines; and cheefely ſuch dey Me- 
dicines,fo2 by reaſon of the great hente they dꝛie vp the na⸗ 
turall moiſture, and thereby ſhozten the life of the Patient, 
but p; wood of S. Iohns Zland a man may vſe without feare, 
in hote and dꝛie diſeaſes, being pꝛepared acco2dinglie in the 
ſeething, and alſo in colde and moiff diſeaſes bieing pꝛepared 
thereafter, fq2 it is not ſa much dying as the other, and is 
not withſtanding as excellent in colde dileaſes as any other 
can be. Foz the Jland of . Iohn lieth different from the E⸗ 
quinoqtiall line, almoſt eyght degrees, being in ſuch ſoꝛte 
moiſtened with ſpꝛings and Niuers, that the fruites thcrof 
are much moꝛe excellent ⁊ moze natural then are the fruites 
of the other Aland. In what manner this wood muff be pꝛe⸗ 
pared, ſhall heereafter be ſhewed.

conſideration. Foz bowean'4 Shoomaker make euer mans 
-thooes vppon one laſt, euen fo is it withfhisdzinke, which 
bath cauſed me greatlie tu wonder, ſo ſcothit it hath beenfo 
-dodne by almoſt all Phiſitians Foz Howe is it poſſible fo; a 
man to inde any one thing, which being miniſtred after one 
kinde of oʒder, ſhoulde cure all kinde of diſcaſes, conſidering 
bow contrarie one diſeaſe is fo another, 
Bulk in that we haue herretoſdꝛe (aid of this wood, that it 
may be vſed in colde, and hote, moiſt, and dzy tomplexions, 
that is thus to be vnderſtoode. It may be fo pzepared in the 
ſtething, that in bote diſeaſes it map be a cooling Medicine, 
and it map alſo be pꝛepared to be a hote Medicine in colde 
and elancholicke diſeaſes, and to cure them all perfedlie. 
Cherefoꝛe when it is to be miniſtred in hote and dey diſea⸗ 
les and complexions, it mult be ſodden with greater quanti⸗ 
fie of water, then when it is to be bſed in cold and inoiſt dil⸗ 
eaſes, and the diſeaſe by reaſon of the moiſture and coldneſſe 
of the water, (hall be made temperate, and by the wonders 
fall vertue Which lecretlie lieth Jon in the woode, it ſhall 
be perfeclie ture: | 
Fo2 tn this wood — a certain ſececke! 02 hidden 
dertue, in curing diſeaſes not alenelie the Pocks, but in ma⸗ 
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ſoener is hurtlull o2 tontrarie to nature, therefo20 yon muſt 
dilligently conſider the nature of the diſeaſe, whether it be 
hote oz cold, that you may make pour dzinke acco2dinglie,foz 
in cold diſeaſes, you muſt vſe-moze wood and leſſe water the 
in bote diſeaſes; and lome times you maſk 'vſe wine, and ſom⸗ 
times not, and ſometimes the; dzinke muſt be made of the 
woode alone, and ſometimes with other additions „ as you 
tall heare moꝛe at large heereaffer, 

Nowe J will teach von howe to ſerth da pꝛepars your: 
dꝛinke, after a better and moze perfect ozder,: then of manie 
bath hetherfa bene vſed, which is after this manner. Yor 
ſhall take of the woode, beeing made as ſnaltas is poſſible, 
and put it into a tone Pot, whichinuſt be ſo bigge, that it 
map not be mo2e then halſe full, when pour woode with the 
ather receipts appertinũt to the diſeaſe, are put into it, your 
reteipts thereſoꝛe beeing put into the Pat, you ſhall ſet it vp⸗ 
pon the fire to ſeeth in a Kettle with water, and ( betauſt it 
ſhallnot in ſeething looſe anie of his vertue) youſhall there⸗ 
foze ſtoppe the Pottes mouth ſo cloſe, that no ayze do iſſue 
out ſoꝛ if it get vent that the avae come foozth, it doth{ole of 
his vertue, and is ſo much the woeſe. oy 
Therefoze you mult vſe great diligence in the ſtopping! 
of it, fo2 that is paincipallie heerein requit ed, and being cloſe 
ſtopped, you ſhall ſette it to ſeeth ina Rettle of water, bind⸗ 
ing it ſo in the Rettle that it fall nat, and then make it ſeth; 
Keeping the Neitle contmuallis (@ fuil of water, that it maꝝ 
alwaies be higher then that which is in the. Pot. In this0z-'

loping; fo: ſecthinn in this manner, it retaineth all his vers: 
tue, whereby it ſhall perfoꝛme his operation in better oꝛder 
then he hath done heretofo2e, being ſimplie ſet vps the fire 
fo ſeeth with a couer of wood o2 ſtone, Mozcouer, it may Lee 


you will thinke, that if it be ſtopped as afozcſaide, it may as 
C. li. well 
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well be ſette bppon the fire to ſeth, as in a Rettle of water, 
but heerein pou ſhould be deceined, foz beeing ſet vppon the 
fire to ſeeth in that ozber, it will rather burſt in peeces then 
ſeeth, and therefoze the beſt wap is to ſette it in water as is 
afo2eſaide,  Fo2 as the water ſeetheth in the the Kitfle , ſo 
ſhall that alſo ſerth which is in the Pot, although you do not 
perceiue it to moone 02 wallop, whtch is by reaſon of the cloſe 
ſtopping, and that it can gette no vent, pet notwithſtanding 
it doth ſeeth although it do not wallop, and by this Mill ſce⸗ 
thing; doth retaine oz rather increaſe: in vertue, much moe 
then if it had walloped. 
To pꝛoaue the experience heereof, vou may take a Hen 
o2 ſome other peece of meate, and put it into a Potte, and as 
much liquoz as pou meane to haue bꝛoth, and ſtoppe the ſaid 
Potte, ſetting it to ſeeth in a Rettle of water, as afozeſaive, 
letting it ſeth in that oꝛder, as long as vou vſe 02dinartly to 
ſeeth your meate, and pou ſhall find it will be as tender, as 
if it had ſodden t walloped with great fozce- in an open Pot. 
This is excellent foz all ſozts of men in all kinds of diſraſes, 
fobave their meate dꝛeſſed in this kind of oder, as ſhall be 
ſhewed moꝛe at large, when wee ſhall come fo-delcribs the 
diet of the patient. = 

Thas we baue ſhewed pou in what oꝛder you ſhall ſeeth 
this d2inke, bereafter when we ſhall ſay, you ſhal take thus 
much, 02 ſo much of the woode, and ſhall ſeeth it as is afo2e- 
ſaid: youſhalt vnderſtand it ot this manner of ſeething, and 
none other, becauſe that this manner is of all other the beff, 
howe good ſoruer they be. Che quantitie howe much of each 
thing ſhall be taken, is hewed moze at large in the Chap⸗ 
ters following, where the d2inke ſhall be appointed acco2- 
ding to the nature ofthe diſeaſe. Thus much concerning the 
neparing ofthe Denke.

Js hunger, but let him haue as much as ſhall be 
3-4 Þ || ſufficient to quench hunger wifh, fo hunger 
both weaken and pull down a man moꝛe then 
anie other thing, dying bppe the naturall moiſture, and ex⸗ 
tinguiſhing the naturall heate, whereby the life of man is 
ſhoztened, Fo2 when a man hath kept a verie trait diet, and 
beene greatlie pinched with hanger a great time, the ſaide 
time becing erpired, and that he commeth fo eate his fl, all 
his nour iſhment turneth to a cerfaine wateriſh hnins;, tur- 
ning to the Dꝛopſte ſuch like foule diſeaſes, the cauſe here⸗ 
of is, that his nouriſhment is giuen him foo late. As fo2 ex⸗ 
ample, a flower which hath beene long parched with p heate 
of the Dunne, in the ende commeth a raine, which raine ſer⸗ 
ueth the flower to no other end but to ſpoile and rot it the ſa- 
ner, the reaſon is, becanſe the raine came to late. Cuen ſo 
is it with a man hauing bene long pine d with hunger, ther⸗ 
foze pou ſhall cauſe him to abſtaine, not from that which is 
good, but from that which is naught, accoꝛding as hath been 
taught in the ot her Chapters befoze. 

The beſt and whol eſome meate that you can giue your 
Patient, ts utton, Ueale, and Hennes, which ſhalbe boy- 
led in a Potte ſtopped cloſe, and ſette in a Kettle of water to 
ſeeth, as is ſhewed befoze, and hee ſhall not eate his meate 
freſh, that is fo ſay without lalt, as hath heeretofoꝛe beene 
taught by certaine Doctoꝛs, but if ſhall be ſeaſoned in ſuch 
reaſonable ſozt,that it be neither foo freſh noz too ſalt , but 
that it may haue a pleaſant taſte. The reaſon wþy we ger 
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of (alt is ſhewed, as we haue let downe in another Chapfer 
befoze, and therfoze not to be repeated now foz auoiding of 
tediouſnes. The quantitic of meat and d2inke to be vſed by 
tbe Patient, cannot well be deſcribed , foz that mens ſfo- 
mackes are not all alike, the one eating moz e, and the other 
leſſe, thereſoꝛe pou ſhall gine the Patient ſo much as ſhall be 
ſufficient fo2 him to ſuffiſe hunger, faking heede that hee doe 
not goꝛge o2 glut himſelſe, but that he doe al waies leaue off 
with an appetite, and concerning bis dzinke , that ſhall bee 
ſuch as is appertinent to the diſeaſe, whereof be may dꝛinke 
as much as him liſteth, beeing alwaies made warme ere hee 
dzinke it, buf if he chaunce to be ſ&ble 02 faint, yon ſhal not 
giue him of his deine alone at meales , but you ſhall giue 
dim ſome wine with it, eyther Keniſh, oz ſmall white wine, 
mingling the ſame with bis dzinke , balfe one, halfe ano⸗ 
ther,but as fo; Beere (howe good ſo euer it be) hee ſhall not 
—_ ame, vatillþe be perfectlie cured, becauſe it is hurtful 
2 bim. 
In this afo2eſaid oꝛder you ſhall diet all your Patients, 
olde and young, to mit, with ſuch good meate d2efed in this 
oꝛder, vntill they find theſelues reaſonably ſatiſ fed, al waic a 
leaning with a little appetite, that the Medicine be not hin⸗ 
dered in bis operation with ouer much meate. Concerning 
the obſeruationof the time, you ſhall beginne with the Pa- 
tient in the moꝛning at fine ofthe clock, giuing him then his 
Medicine to dz inke, which being done, you ſhall couer him 
ſo warme that be may ſweat verie well, be ſhall lie ill and 
ſweat at the leaſt two houres, if he be able to endure ſo long) 
and you ſhall giue him warme cleane clothes, to dap of the 
({weat from bis bodie, and you ſhall take away his wet ſhirt, 
giving him a d2y one well warmed to put on, then hee ſhall 
put on his clothes, and ſitte by a good fire. , and make him 
readie, and when hee is ready, let him walke vp and do wne 
the Chamber till epght of the clocke, and then he ſhall goe to 
dinner, he ſhall firſt ſappe of the bzoth with a little Bacade, 
e ea te o the un as much as ſhall (ufiſe bo N 99.6 
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afozeſaid, After he hath thus dined, he ſhall walke vppe and 
downe the Chamber recreating himſelfe with ſome paſtime 
oz other to dꝛiue awaie Melancholie, fill about foure of the 
clocke in the afternoone, and then he ſhall goe fo ſupper, v⸗ 
ſing himſelle as at dinner, after whieh hee ſhall faſt till ſea⸗ 
uen of the clocke, then he ſhall goe fo bedde, then giue him of 
his dꝛinke as much as in the mo2ning, fo wit, at each time 
eyght ounces, wherenpon you ſhall canſe him to ſweat, d2y- 
ing the ſweat from him as you did in the mozning,and pꝛin⸗ 
cipallie you mult dꝛie his head well, and his ſhirt which hee 
put of in the mozning you ſhall d2te it verie wel, aud let him 
put it on againe warme, and then you ſhall make his bedde 
with a payze of cleane warme ſheetes, and ſo let him goe to 
bedde, and let him reſt quietlie fill fine of the clocke the next 
mozning. And then yon ſhall giue him his dzinke, bling him 
in all things as is afoꝛeſaid. 

In this manner (with fweating and diet) pon ſhall bie 
all thoſe which may keepe their Chamber in ß time of their 
curing : buf as fo; thoſe that muſt goe ab2oade, their dzinke 
mult be pꝛepared with wine, as ſhall be ſhewed heercaffer, 
and as foz their ſweating and their diet, if muſk be in all re- 
ſpecs as the other, which beeing perfoꝛmed, they may goe a- 
bout their buſines, although it were better and moze ſure 
foꝛ them fo tarrie within doꝛes, and that cheefelie in ſoule, 
rainie, oꝛ bluſtering wether, fo: although the wine do reſiſt 
the confagion of the ayꝛe, pet it cannot reſiſt all, eſpeciallie, 
when the wether is ſoa vntemperate, notwithſtanding, J 
bane in this maner aſoꝛeſaid cured many that went ab2oad, 
but pet J contiſaile pon to canſe pour Patient to tarrie at 
home in his Chamber by the fire in fouls wether. 

The beſt time fo take in hand to cure the waticnf, is the 
Harueſt and the ſpzing time, and next to that is the winter, 
but the Sommer is not good, pꝛincipallie foz hote Cholle- 
ricke perſons, foz in it (elle it is tontratte vnto them by rea⸗ 
fon of the great heate and dꝛith, which it increaſeth ſo much 
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dies, the Sommer is not ſo hurt full as to the chollerick, and 
thereloꝛe in time of neede, ſuch Patients may be cured in 
the Sommer. 
Thus much concerning ſweating, with the time, and 
the oꝛdering ol the diet, nowe followeth the oꝛder of curing, 
and firſt of the great intollerable paine in the beade, which 
bappeneth often in this diſeaſe, ſuffering the Patient not to 
take any reſt,

Dis intollerable paine is called Cephalea, aꝛ 
Hemicrauea, and is ſo great and ſo vehement 
l aboue the eyes, that oftentimes the Patient 
is like to runne madde therewith, & althougb 
many meanes be bled, yet the paine detrea⸗ 
ſeth not; To cure this and ſuch like paines in the beade, you 
mult firſt conſider the complexion of the Patient, whether be 
de chollerick, phlegmatick,melancholick, oz ſanguine, which 
you ſhall know in this ſozt. 
At the Patient be chollericke, his bꝛine is berie yellowe 
coloured, and the paine is ſharper von the right ſide of the 
head then in other places, he is leane of bodie and his month 
is commonlie bitter. If he be ſanguine, be is ſomewhat fat⸗ 
ter of bodic, but not much, and bath a ſweete mouth, his vs 
rine is alſo verie much coloured, and thicke. The phlegma⸗ 
ticke is commonlie fat, and groſſe of bodie, and ſlow, his wa- 
ter is white and thicke, The mellancholicke are leane and 
withered, 02 dꝛp, and heauie ſpirited, enuious, and angrie, 
wiſhing well to no man, his v2inc is bleake and thin, in ma⸗ 
ner like water, and be is al waies ſad. 


* taught yon to knowe the nee BS 
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tient, we will teach vou the pꝛeparing of each of their e di⸗ 
tines ſeuerall ie. And firſt of the Chollericks and the San⸗ 
guine, becauſe in this they dw agree, to wit, in heat, although 
the Chollericke man be much dꝛyer then the Sanguine, pet 
becauſe they are both hote, we will conclude them bothe vn- 
der one cure, which hall be in this oꝛder. 
Firſt you ſhal{ take Diacarthami, and Diaphenicon,, of 
each thzee dzammes, this you ſhall bꝛeake and mingle toge⸗ 
ther with Fewmetozie wafer, that it may be a dzink,Which 
you ſhall giue the Patient to dzinke at ſonre of the tlocke in 
the moꝛning warme, and ſuffer him not to ſleepe, to eate, noʒ 
fo dzinke, till ſach time as it haue done woꝛking, ſoz 5; Hall 
expell part of the matter (whercof the diſeaſe groweth) by 
lege, þ ſame dap pou thal cheriſh him wel with god meates, 
ſuch as are befoze ſhewed foz his diet, ber ing dzefſed-after the 
afozeſaid oꝛder. The nertday you ſhal giue him of this d2zink 
following, eyght ounces, the dzinke is this. You ſhall take 
of the beſt wood that you can gette (being bzoken as (mal as 
is —— halfe a pound, of cleere ſpꝛing water eight pound, 
this vou muſt ſeeth as is taught in the thirde Chapter, and 
giue the Pattent thereof to dꝛinke mozning and euening, at 
each time eygbt ounces, cauſing hun to \weate in ſuch oꝛder 
as befo2e is ſhewed. 
But if ſo be that the Patient cannot keepe within dozes 
but mult goe abꝛoade about his buſines,you ſhall then make 
his d2inke of halfe wine, halfe water, taking foure poundes 
ol vach, but in ſeething your dꝛinke with wine, vee mult ſee 
that the Pot be very cloſclie ſtopped, becauſe the win* is of 
ſuch a ſubtile and piercing nature, ſo that if it once get enie 
vent, the vertue of it flieth away, Pour dzinke being thus 
pzepared with Wine, may well beminiftred to ſuch Pati⸗ 
ents as cannot keepe at home but muſt goe abꝛoade, but pet 
in verie foule wether they mult tarrie at home, and in faire 
wether they may goe abꝛoade about their buſines, after ſuch 
time as theꝝ haue ſweat and taken their diet as afo2eſaide. 
Jn this ſoꝛt are all ſuch 1 to be vſed (fo; the paine in 
| 0 | the 
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the head) as are hote of complexion, the ſpace of eight daics, 
batill the ninth dap earlie in the moꝛning, at which time vou 
ſhall giue him the afo2elaide Purgation , keping him from 
lleepe, from meate, and de ink, till the Purgation haue done 
wozking, and that the Patient feele no moꝛe paine oꝛ griele 
in his bellie, and then you ſhall giue hum his diet, the ſame 
day neither in the mozning noꝛ the eueming call hee dzinke 
any dzinke, but onelie the Purgation, except at his meales 
pou may giue him of his dzinke , mingling the lame wyth 
wine, halſe one, halfe another. 

In the moꝛning he ſhall againe dzinke of his dꝛinke, and 
doe in all reſpects as J haue taught you befoze , vntill epght 
dayes moze be expired, and vpon p ninth day you ſhal purge 
him againe, and then he ſhall dzinke againe as ts afo2eſaid, 
in this oꝛ der he (hal continue vntill he be whole,and that the 
paine haue cleane foꝛſaken him.
